To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Sunderland  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  hereby  present  my  eighth  Annual  Report  of  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  your  district,  together 
with  the  report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector. 

This  year  has  seen  many  changes,  including  the 
transfer  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  to  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  ;  the  Ambulance  Services  and  Diphtheria 
Immunisation  to  the  County  Council,  all  of  which  took 
effect  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
on  the  5th  July,  1948. 

The  arrangements  now  in  operation  for  the  issue  of 
Lymph  for  Smallpox  Vaccination,  are,  upon  application, 
The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  General  Hospital, 
Westgate  Road,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  who  issue  the 
Lymph  direct  to  the  prospective  user.  Prophylactic 
for  Diphtheria  Immunisation,  for  the  use  of  the  local 
practitioners  in  the  area,  continues  to  be  issued  from 
the  Health  Department  as  required. 

A  review  of  the  statistics  for  the  year  1948  shows  a 
decrease  of  89  births  over  the  previous  year  and  a  birth¬ 
rate  of  18.5  per  thousand  of  the  population.  The 
death-rate  is  11.4  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population,  a  little  above  the  average  for  the  country. 

Twenty- two  infants  died  under  the  age  of  one  year  ; 
this  is  a  slight  increase  compared  with  last  year.  The 
deaths  were  due  to  Premature  Birth,  Birth  Injuries, 
Bronchitis,  Enteritis  and  Pneumonia.  This  shows  the 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  to  be  48.3  as  against  34.6 
in  1947. 

The  total  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  for 
the  year  is  591  as  against  554  cases  in  1947  and  740 
cases  in  1946.  These  figures  include  all  forms  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  notified. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  for  1948,  as  given 
by  the  Registrar -General,  is  24,590,  this  shows  an 
increase  of  720  compared  with  last  year’s  figure  which 
was  23,870.

During  1948  there  were  14  still-births  in  the  district. 
The  Still-Birth  Rate  of  the  population  is  0.57  per 
thousand.  The  corresponding  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  is  0.42. 

Deaths  and  Death  Rate. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  district  during  1948 
(corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers  and  in¬ 
cluding  deaths  from  all  causes  and  at  all  ages)  is  281, 
viz.  : — 150  males  and  131  females.  The  death-rate  is 
11.4  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  10.8.

Comparability  Factor. 

The  variety  and  magnitude  of  the  local  population 
movements  and  the  uneven  incidence  of  civilian  war 
deaths  have  together  combined  to  frustrate  the  attempt 
to  secure  comparability  between  local  Death  Rates  by 
the  use  of  an  Area  Comparability  Factor,  and  the 
preparation  and  issue  of  such  factors  is  being  suspended 
by  the  Registrar  General  under  present  conditions. 
Therefore,  the  Death  Rate  of  11.4  is  merely  the  Crude 
Death  Rate.

This  table  compared  with  the  table  for  1947  shows  a 
slight  increase  in  deaths  from  Cancer  and  Tuberculosis 
and  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Heart 
Disease  and  Pneumonia. 

Hospital. 

On  the  5th  July,  1948,  the  Sunderland  Rural  District 
Isolation  Hospital  and  Sanatorium  was  taken  over  by 
the  Newcastle  upon  Tyne  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and 
is  now  known  as  the  Havelock  Hospital. 
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Up  to  that  time  24  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were

Ambulance  Facilities. 

There  was  no  change  from  the  preceding  year  until 
the  5th  July,  1948,  when  the  ambulance  service  was 
transferred  to  the  Durham  County  Council. 

All  telephone  calls  or  other  messages  in  respect  of  the 
services  of  an  ambulance  are  now  directed  to  East 
Herrington  3137,  which  is  the  ambulance  station  at 
Devon  Street,  New  Herrington,  covering  the  parishes 
of  Ryhope,  Silksworth  and  Tunstall,  Ford,  Offerton 
and  the  Herringtons,  or  Hebburn  32157,  which,  is  the 
ambulance  station  at  1,  St.  John’s  Avenue,  Hebburn, 
covering  the  parish  of  Hylton.  From  time  to  time, 
complaints  have  been  received  regarding  the  inadequacy 
of  the  ambulance  facilities  owing  to  the  increased  number 
of  calls.  It  is  understood  however,  that  owing  to  the 
ever  increasing  demands  on  the  County  Ambulance 
Service,  arrangements  are  in  hand  whereby  the  Service 
hopes  to  carry  out  these  demands  with  a  higher  degree 
of  efficiency. 
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Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  Examinations  of  sputa  and  throat 
swabs  from  general  practitioners  were  undertaken  by 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Government 
Buildings,  Ponteland  Boad,  Newcastle- on-Tyne.5.

There  were  only  three  throat  swabs  taken  at  the 
hospital  during  the  year,  these  were  sent  to  the  Royal 
Infirmary,  Sunderland,  for  examination. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

During  the  year,  591  cases  of  infectious  disease, 
including  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  were  notified,  as 
compared  with  554  for  the  previous  year  and  740  for 
1946. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  notification  of  this  disease  amounted  to  51,  this 
figure  shows  an  increase  over  the  figure  for  1947.  The 
disease  was  of  a  mild  type  and  caused  no  anxiety. 

Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  notified  was  2. 
Compared  with  the  number  of  cases  notified  in  1947, 
this  figure  shows  a  decrease  of  6  cases.  No  deaths 
occurred. 

The  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Scheme  was  carried 
out,  as  in  previous  years,  successfully.  The  number  of 
children  under  15  years  of  age  immunised  in  the  area 
up  to  the  31st  December,  1948,  was  4,449,  and  the 
estimated  child  population  according  to  the  Registrar- 
General’s  figures  for  mid- 1948  was  5,956.  These 
figures  show  that  75%  of  the  child  population  are  now 
immunised,  a  percentage  which  compares  very 
favourably  with  those  of  neighbouring  Authorities. 
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Measles. 

319  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  the  year, 
an  increase  of  65  cases  over  the  preceding  year.  Measles 
is  a  disease  which  shows  periodic  increase,  cycles  every 
three  or  five  years.  Very  few  children  escape  infection.

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  under 
the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regula¬ 
tions,  1925,  relating  to  persons  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade. 

No  action  under  Section  72  of  the  Public  Health'  Act, 
1936,  which  relates  to  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital 
of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  has  been  taken. 

Disinfection. 

Disinfection  of  premises  and  bedding  has  been  carried 
out  by  your  staff  on  the  removal  of  all  cases  of  Diphtheria, 
Scarlet  Fever,  and  on  the  termination  of  the  period  of 
isolation,  if  the  patient  has  been  nursed  at  home. 
Disinfections  were  also  carried  out  at  houses  where 
the  death  or  removal  or  a  person  suffering  from  Tuber¬ 
culosis  had  occurred. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES. 

As  before,  the  district  was  supplied  by  the  Sunderland 
and  South  Shields  Water  Board.  Bacteriological 
Examinations  were  carried  out  byt  the  owners.  These 
examinations  were  necessary  in  case  any  waterborne 
disease  had  been  brought  into  the  district. 

At  the  HERRINGTONS  many  of  the  houses  are 
supplied  by  the  National  Coal  Board  from  their  pumping 
station  situated  in  Silksworth  Lane.  This  supply  was 
satisfactory. 

At  OFFERTON,  the  supply  is  taken  from  a  well 
situated  in  a  field  to  the  north-west  of  the  village.  The 
water  is  lifted  from  the  well  by  a  pump  which  is  driven 
by  a  windmill  and  the  water  is  stored  in  iron  storage 
tanks  situated  near  Offerton  Hall.  From  thence  it  is 
led  to  the  various  houses  in  the  village.  This  supply 
was  satisfactory. 

It  now  means  that  the  only  area  (apart  from  some 
scattered  farms)  not  provided  with  a  piped  water  supply 
is  that  of  Offerton.

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SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 
PUBLIC  CLEANSING— COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

Refuse  Collection. 

It  was  possible  to  maintain  the  usual  regular  collection 
of  house  refuse  throughout  the  year.  The  climat10 
conditions  contrasted  very  sharply  with  those  of  the 
previous  year,  with  the  result  that  no  delays  were 
encountered  from  this  source.  The  new  vehicles 
continue  to  assist  with  the  maintenance  of  the  work. 

Five  Karrier  Bantam  vehicles  were  constantly 
employed  in  carrying  out  the  work.  The  refuse  collec¬ 
tion  staff  originally  consisted  of  five  drivers  and  four¬ 
teen  loaders,  but  with  the  increasing  demands,  arising 
from  the  construction  of  the  new  houses,  it  was  found 
necessary  to  implement  the  loading  staff  by  engaging 
two  extra  loaders. 

During  the  year,  542,003  dustbins  holding  15,894  tons 
of  refuse  were  dealt  with  ;  this  represents  a  weekly 
collection  and  disposal  of  about  305  tons. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  refuse  from  the  Parishes  of  Ryhope,  Tunstall  and 
Silksworth  (representing  approximately  75%  of  the 
district’s  total  refuse)  continues  to  be  disposed  of  at 
Cherryknowle  Tip,  Ryhope,  by  the  system  of  “  Con¬ 
trolled  Tipping.”  The  necessary  “  seal  ”  consists  of 
soil  secured  on  the  site  of  the  tip,  the  work  being 
effected  by  three  men  ;  one  man  controlling  the  layers 
and  tipping,  and  two  men  providing  the  soil  for  cover. 

11,660  tons  of  refuse  were  disposed  of  on  this  tip 
during  the  year.  The  remainder  of  the  refuse  collected 
in  the  District  was  disposed  of  by  a  modified  form  of 
control  or  led  on  to  fields  at  the  request  of  local  farmers 
or  market  gardeners. 

Salvage. — 

The  collections  of  salvable  materials  have  again  been 
made  with  the  usual  regularity  during  the  year,  and 
although  the  results  could  have  been  much  better,  the 
previous  year’s  collections  were  improved  upon. 
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The  yield  of  waste  paper  was  75%  in  excess  of  that 
of  the  year  1947.  This  was  due  undoubtedly  to  the 
amount  of  publicity  given  by  the  press,  to  the  National 
Waste  Paper  Competition,  held  throughout  the  period 
March  to  May. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  resulting  from  the  sale 
of  waste  paper  during  the  year,  £19  13s.  2d.,  was  received 
from  the  Board  of  Trade  as  a  bonus  for  waste  paper 
collections  under  the  terms  of  Salvage  Circular  12.

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area, 

The  appended  summary  “  TABLE  A  ”  sets  out  the 
number  and  the  nature  of  inspections  made  as  to 
nuisances  and  sanitary  defects,  contraventions  of  Bye¬ 
laws,  etcv  during  the  year,  together  with  the  number  of 
notices  served  to  remedy  such  defects. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  summary  that  the  bulk  of  the 
notices  served  have  been  of  an  informal  character  and 
include  letters  and  verbal  intimations  on  interview. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1948,  there  were  ten  privies  less 
in  the  district  than  the  previous  year,  one  was  converted 
into  a  water-closet,  and  the  remaining  nine  were 
demolished  following  upon  the  vacation  of  the  corres¬ 
ponding  dwelling-houses.

A  total  of  158  visits  were  made  to  shops  during  the 
year  under  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934, 
relating  to  the  ventilation  and  temperature  of  shops, 
suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  conveniences  and  other 
arrangements  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  persons 
employed  therein.

Smoke  Abatement. 

The  only  place  which  has  given  trouble  under  this 
heading  is  the  Colliery  Spoil  Heap  at  Ryhope.  Many 
complaints  were  received  from  various  sources  as  to  the 
discomfort  caused  to  residents  living,  not  only  in  the 
vicinity,  but  some  considerable  distance  from  the  heap. 
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Contact  was  made  with  the  officials  of  the  National 
Coal  Board  and  it  was  pointed  out  to  them  that  a 
nuisance,  within  the  meaning  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  existed,  and  they  were  asked  to  take  such 
steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  abate  the  nuisance. 

Excellent  co-operation  was  received  from  them  and 
every  effort  was  made  to  eliminate  the  trouble. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that,  although  the 
nuisance  has  not  been  entirely  abated,  considerable 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  attempt  to  control  the 
outbreaks  of  fire  occurring  on  the  spoil  heap  from  time 
to  time. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Bools. 

There  are  no  such  baths  in  the  area,  either  public  or 
privately  owned. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

During  the  year  4  complaints  were  received  in  respect 
to  bed  bug  infestation.  Of  this  number,  2  were  in 
council  houses  and  2  in  private  houses. 

Efforts  are  still  being  made  by  this  department  for  the 
complete  elimination  of  bugs,  this  can  only  be  successful 
with  the  full  co-operation  of  the  tenants.  It  is  generally 
found  that  residents  are  loath  to  give  information  as  to 
the  existence  of  infestations  in  their  dwellings. 

Both  owners  and  occupiers  are  encouraged  to  seek 
advice  and  assistance  from  the  department.  They 
themselves  are  made  responsible  for  the  stripping  of 
walls,  removal  of  skirting  moulds,  picture  rails,  etc., 
this  is  followed  by  spraying  with  a  reliable  insecticide 
by  a  Health  Department  employee. 

During  the  year  Zaldecide  was  used  for  spraying. 

Drainage. 

The  Council’s  comprehensive  post-war  building 
programme  has  again  incurred  a  considerable  amount 
of  work  in  the  Health  Department  during  the  year. 

The  various  housing  schemes  in  progress  throughout 
the  district  have  claimed  the  time  of  the  inspectors  as 
soon  as  the  respective  drainage  systems  became  ready 
for  inspection. 
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All  main  and  branch  drains  were  tested  by  means  of 
the  “  Water  test  ”  in  order  to  verify  that  they  were 
sound  and  watertight. 

Throughout  the  year,  5,512  yards  of  4  in  drain  and 
148  yards  of  6  in.  drain  were  tested,  involving  some 
221  visits. 


Rodent  Control. — 

During  the  year,  maintenance  treatments  were  carried 
out  on  the  Council’s  sewers  under  the  conditions  set  out 
in  Circular  “  N.S.  18  Local  Authorities,”  for  the  purpose 
of  attempting  to  exterminate  the  rodent  population  in 
the  district.  The  method  used  was  the  system  of  pre¬ 
baiting  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  (Rodent  Division). 

In  addition  to  the  work  on  the  sewers,  treatments  were 
undertaken  on  the  several  refuse  tips  in  the  district  at 
necessary  intervals  with  satisfactory  results. 

Treatments  were  also  effected  at  five  business 
premises  in  the  district  at  the  request  of  the  occupiers, 
and  in  each  case  a  charge  was  made  against  the  property, 
sufficient  to  cover  normal  expenses. 

The  work  has  been  carried  out  by  a  rodent  operative 
under  the  supervision  of  the  sanitary  inspectors.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

The  inspection  of  the  usual  commodities  of  food 
intended  for  human  consumption  has  again  received  the 
concentrated  efforts  of  the  department.  A  considerable 
amount  of  the  normal  available  time  is  devoted  to  this 
very  important  branch  of  the  work. 

The  inspection  of  all  meat,  both  home-killed  and 
imported,  was  carried  out  in  the  Ryhope  Slaughterhouse 
and  Allocation  Centre,  for  the  Seaham  Urban  District 
as  well  as  our  own  district.  Details  of  this  work  will  be 
found  later  in  the  report. 

Milk  Supply. 

During  the  year,  138  visits  were  made  to  cowsheds, 
dairies  and  milkshops,  for  the  purpose  of  ensuring  that 
milk  is  produced,  stored  and  distributed  to  the  public 
in  a  clean  condition  and  free  from  pathogenic  organisms. 

The  inspections  usually  found  the  premises  to  be  in  a 
fairly  clean  condition  and  regularly  cleansed  and  lime- 
washed.  It  was  however  found  necessary  upon  18 
occasions  to  draw  the  attention  of  retailers  to  con¬ 
traventions  committed  by  their  employees,  e.g.  in¬ 
sufficient  care  to  personal  hygiene. 

It  is  necessary  to  have  the  various  registers  checked 
from  time  to  time  and  alterations  made  as  and  when 
required.

Precautions  against  Contamination  of  Food. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  14  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938,  no  premises  shall  be  used  for  the  sale,  manu¬ 
facture  or  storage  of  ice-cream  or  the  preparation  or 
manufacture  of  sausages  or  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or 
preserved  food  intended  for  sale,  unless  they  are 
registered  under  this  section  for  that  purpose  by  the 
local  authority. 

Section  13  of  the  Act  gives  guidance  as  to  the  standard 
required  before  such  premises  can  be  registered,  for  the 
purpose  of  food  preparation  and  manufacture. 

The  outbreak  of  hostilities  and  the  subsequent 
shortage  of  labour  and  materials  restricted  the  early 
enforcement  of  this  legislation,  and  during  the  year 
1948  concentrated  efforts  were  made  to  bring  all  food 
premises  up  to  the  standard  required  in  order  to  safe¬ 
guard  public  health  by  the  prevention  of  possible 
contamination  and  development  of  pathogenic  organisms. 

Application  forms  for  registration  were  sent  to  the 
owners  of  the  respective  premises,  and  upon  return, 
the  properties  were  inspected  as  to  their  suitability  or

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

The  usual  inspection  of  all  carcases  was  again  main¬ 
tained  during  the  year  on  the  principle  that  the  essence 
of  good  meat  inspection  in  the  matter  of  ensuring  a 
safe  meat  supply  to  the  public,  is  that  it  should  be 
regular  and  carried  out  as  a  matter  of  routine. 

As  previously  stated,  a  considerable  proportion  of  the 
normal  available  time  has  been  devoted  to  this  very 
important  branch  of  our  work.  The  inspection  of 
meat  is  all  carried  out  at  the  Government  Slaughterhouse, 
Ryhope,  which  serves  our  District  and  the  Seaham 
Urban  District,  a  total  population  of  over  50,000. 

The  work  of  meat  inspection,  if  carried  out  properly 
with  100%  inspection,  inevitably  entails  the  working  of 
long  hours,  many  of  which  fall  outside  the  normal  hours 
of  duty  (including  Sundays  and.  Bank  Holidays). 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  report  that  excellent  co-operation 
exists  between  the  Council’s  Meat  Inspectors  and  the 
Government  Officials  in  charge  at  the  Slaughterhouse. 
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It  will  be  of  interest  to  learn  that  all  cattle  slaughtered 
in  the  Ryhope  Slaughterhouse  are  being  inspected 
especially  to  ascertain  the  presence  of  “  Cysticercus 
Bovis  ”  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  in 
their  circular  M.F./5/48.  So  far  no  trace  of  this  disease 
has  been  found  in  any  of  the  animals  slaughtered. 

All  animals  slaughtered  are  inspected  before  being 
exposed  for  sale,  and  no  carcase  or  organs  allowed  to 
leave  the  slaughterhouse  without  examination. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the 
year  was  8,927,  this  being  slightly  more  than  the  number 
slaughtered  in  1947.  A  total  of  706  visits  were  made  to 
the  slaughterhouse  during  the  year.
